Tue Members of this Society shall consist of such 
persons who now are, or have been, masters or com- 
manders of vessels: and also of such persons who now 
are, or have been, owners of vessels. 


iI. 

The Members of this Society, or so many of them as 
shall be at home, and not hindered by sickness or old 
age, shall meet, the last Thursday of every month 
throughout the year, at such house in Salem as the So- 
ciety from time to time shall agree upon—at six o/cloek, 
P. M. from the twenty-first day of September until the 
twenty-first day of March—and at seven o’clock, P. M. 
the rest of the year—and at all such other times of oc- 
casional meetings, which may be called by the Master, 
agreeable to a notification they may receive from the 
Clerk for that purpose hereafter provided. 


IIL. 

The choice of Master, Deputy-Master, Treasurer and 
Clerk, shall be made on the last Thursday of October, 
annually, for the year ensuing: at which meeting, the 
Clerk and Treasurer for the year then last past, shall 
exhibit to the Society for their inspection, a statement of 
the aecounts of the Society, in their respective offices, 
during the past year; in order that the Society may be 
acquainted with the circumstances of their funds, and 
the expenditure thereof; and likewise the amount of 
monies collected, of whom received, to what uses applied, 
and the names of such persons who may be delinquent), 
&c. : 

IV 


The Master of the Society shall be Moderator at each 
meeting; in his absence, the Deputy-Master ; the Trea- 
 surer, in the absence of both; and the oldest Member 
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present, in the absence of all of them; and the Master 
for the time being shall have power to call occasional 
meetings, provided that six Members make application 
in writing for that purpose. 


V 

‘No person shall be admitted a Member of this Socie- 
ty, but at a monthly meeting ; and not then, unless there 
be seven Members present, and that two thirds of the 
Members present are in favour of such admission. And 
the election for the choice of Officers, and the admission 
of new Members, shall be by ballot in the manner fol- 
lowing :—After nomination, the Clerk shal! distribute to 
each Member present, two slips of paper, the word Yea 
wrote on one of them, and the word Nay wrote on the 
other ; each Member shall roll them up, and shall then 
declare his vote by giving to the Moderator of the meet- 
ing such rolled paper as he shall think proper; and the 
Moderator, after having collected all the vetes, shall un- 
rol them in the presence of the Members; and unless 
there be found two thirds as many yeas as the number 
of Members present at such meeting, the person voted 
for is not chosen to the Office, or admitted as a new 
Member; and if duly elected, the Clerk shall give hii 
notice thereof. 

VI. 

No person shall be admitted a Member of this Society, 
unless he pay, at the time of his entry, the sum of T'hir- 
ty Shillings, lawful money; and that sum -may be 
increased at the discretion of the Society, at every annual 
meeting, according to the nature and cireumstances of 

_the funds.

Each Member shall pay into the box, monthly, the 
sum of Ninepence, during the time he may belong to the 
Society ; which payment, together with the sums paid by 
the admission of new Members, and whatever sums the 
Society may receive by donations (the principal of which 

shall not be expended at any time by the Society) shall 
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remain a stock in the box asa fund, and the interest only 
be applied for the benevolent purpose herein after men- 
tioned. sani 

VU. 


The Clerk for the time being shall call on every absent 
Member, who may be absent six monthly meetings, for 
their monthly pay, if at home; and keep a record of the 
same, to be shewn to the Society at their monthly meet- 
ing; and any Member of the Society, who shall absent 
himself eighteen monthly meetings successively, and 
neglects or refuses to pay his monthly assessments, during 
that time, when called upon by the Clerk for that purpose 
(unless by reason of poverty or misfortune he be excused 
therefrom) shall cease to be a member of the Society ; 
and the Clerk shall make such person’s neglect or refusal 
known to the Society, at their next succeeding monthly 
meeting, in order, if any see cause, that such person’s 
name may be struck out of the list of Members. 


IX. 

‘No Member shall be entitled to any relief out of the 
box, until he has been a Member of the Society for the 
space of one year, and conformed to the rules and regu- 
lations thereof. 


Every Member, his widow or children, who shall be- 
come proper objects of relief from the Society, shall apply 
in person, or some one in their behalf, to the Society, at 
any of their meetings, and set forth the nature of their 
case; that the Society may have time, until the next 
meeting, to consider of it; and then, if the Society are 
agreed that he or they ought to be relieved out of the 
box, he or they shall be immediately paid so much as the 
Society may vote. But in case the Society shall think 
the circumstances of the person applying require imme- 
diate attention, they may, upon the application, without 
delay, grant such relief as they may judge necessary. 


Ifany Member of the Society meet with any misfor- 
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tune, so as to be reduced, on shore, by old age or sickness, 
or in any other way,,he shall be, entitled to such annual 
relief as the Society may think fit, after having been a 
Member seven years, and paying his dues to the Society. 


XII. 

No monies, belonging to the Society, shall be let at 
interest, but on good bond, and collateral security of 
land, under a good title, and without any incumbrance 
on it, at least of double the value of the sum let, and lying 
in this Commonwealth, in or as near the town of Salem 


as may be. 
XII. 


That no Members of the Society shall, at any of their 
meetings, play, or promote the playing of cards, dice, or 
other gaming whatsoever, as it is probable the same may 
be of damage to themselves, or some other of the Society. 


XIV. 

That the Members of said Society shall and will avoid 
all quarrels, needless contentions and debates, that may 
tend to create animosity, or disturb the good order, 
peace, friendship and love, that each Member should and 
ought to bear to the other; and in case any one or more 
of the Society shall happen to quarrel, or begin a quar- 
rel, there shall be three at least, or more, of the Society 
chosen to consider of the same, and to lay such fines on 
him or them, whom they may find guilty, as not to ex- 
ceed Twenty Shillings, lawful money, nor less than Two. 


XV. 

If any Member of this Society shall commit any noto- 
rious crime, or be a common drunkard, a quarrelsome 
person, disturbing the peace and good order of the So- 
ciety, or be guilty of any other vice, he shall be dis- 
charged from the Society by vote of a major part of the 
Members present at the annual meeting, and shall be 
excluded from any benefit of the box, unless he be ree 
claimed ; and in such case he may be admitted into the 
Society again. 
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XVI. , 

That if-any Memberbf this’ Society be guilty of pro- 
fane swearing and cursing, or non-attendance of the 
monthly or any other meetings, he shall, for each of 
said offences, pay to the box Z'wo Shillings ; the fine to 
be increased or diminished, from time to time, as the 
Society may think proper. 

XVII. 

That each and every Member of this Society (in case 
of the decease of any Member or Members thereof at 
Salem) shall,.on timely notice given to each of them 
from the Clerk, by a porter to be employed by said Clerk 
for that purpose, attend the funeral of such decaased 
Member or Members; and that each and every Mem- 
ber, neglecting to attend, shall forfeit and pay, the suc- 
ceeding night’s meeting, One Shilling and Four Pence, 
Jawful money, for the use of the box; and the charge of 
such porter shall be paid by the Society. 


XVIII. 

That every Member of this Society, upon his arrival 
from sea, in case he may have met with any extraordin- 
ary circumstances in his voyage, worthy of being com- 
municated, shall communicate his observations relative 
thereto, in writing, to be examined and digested by the 
Committee appointed by the Society for that purpose, 
and lodged with the Clerk of said Society, in order to be 
recorded in the records of said Society. 


XIX. 
That the Clerk of the Society shall read over these 
laws distinctly to every new Member that shall be ad- 
“mitted into the Society, at their admission or first ap- 
pearance in it, and as often at other times as the Society 
shall think proper.

THE SEVERAL ACTS 


OF THE 


GENERAL COURT—RELATING TO THE SOCIETY. 
—<g=—— 


AN ACT 


To incorporate JoNaTHAN GARDNER, jun. and others therein nam- 
ed, into a Society, by the name of the Marine Sociery,.at Salem, 
in the County of Essex, in the Province of the Massachusetts- 
Bay, in New-England. , 


Wuenreas a considerable number of persons, who are or have 
been Masters of ships or other vessels, have for several years past 
associated themselves in the town of Salem ; and the principal 
end of said Society being to improve the knowledge of this coast, 
by the several Members, upon their arrival from sea, communi- 
cating their observations, inwards and outwards, of the variation 
of the needle, soundings, courses and distances, and all other re- 
markable things about it, in writing, to be lodged with the Socie- 
ty, for the making the navigation more safe ; and also to relieve 
one another and their families in poverty or other adverse acci- 
dents of life, which they are more particularly liable to; and have 
for this end raised a considerable common stock; and the said 
persons, associated as aforesaid, finding themselves under difficul- 
ties and discouragements in carrying on the said designs without 
an incorporation ; and Jonathan Gardner, jun. and others of them, — 
having petitioned the Great and General Court of this Province — 
in their present session, to be incorporated for the purposes afore- 
said ; and their intention appearing laudable and deserving en- 
couragement : 


Be tt enacted by the. Governor, Council, and House of Represen- 
tatives, That, Jonathan Gardner, jun. John Ropes, Samuel Webb, - 
William Lilly, Amos Mansfield, Michael Driver, Israel Obear, — 
Edmund Needham, Robert Hale Ives, Larkin Dodge, ye 
Bartlett, Joseph Lambert, Benjamin West, Edmund Giles, Wil-_ 
liam Slewman, Samuel Williams, Josiah Batchelder, John Batten, — 
John Elkins, George Crowninshield, Edward Gibaut, Joseph Lee, 
Edward Allen, Samuel Grant, Jacob Crowninshield, Josiah Orne 
Kbenezer Ward, jun. Daniel Hathorne, John Derby, Cabot Ger 
rish, George Southward, David Masury, Nathaniel Knight, John 
Archer, John Berry, Habbakkuk Bowditch, John Bowditch, Jon 
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athan Webb, John Fisk, William Morgan, Robert Alcock, Jona- 
than Mason, Stephen Cleveland, Benjamin Warren, Thomas Fry, 
Jonathan Lambert, jun. Henry Higginson, and George Cabot, the 
Members of said Society, be incorperated and made a body politic, 
for the purpose aforesaid, by the name of the Marine Society, at 
Salem, in New-England:—And that they, their associates and 
successors, have perpetual succession by said name, and have a 
power of making by-laws for the preservation and advancement of 
said body, not repugnant to the laws of the government ; with 
penalty, either of distranchisement from said Society, or of a mulct 
net exceeding twenty shillings, or without penalties, as it shall 
seem most meet; and have leave likewise to make and appoint 
their common seal, and be liable to be sued, and enabled to sue, 
and make purchases, and take donations, of real and personal es- 
tate, for the purposes aforesaid, provided the rents of the real 
estate, together with the interest of the personal estate, shall not 
exceed the sum of jive hundred pounds per annum ; and to manage 
and dispose ot said estate as shall seem fit : And said Society shall 
have a Master, Deputy-Master, Treasurer and Clerk, and other 
officers they shall think proper. 


_ And be it therefore further enacted, That the said Marine Soci- 
ety shall, on the second Thursday in June next, assemble to ap- 
point their first Master, Deputy-Master, Treasurer and Clerk, and 
other Officers as they shall think proper, and their seal, and make 
by-laws: and said Officers shall continue until the last Thursday 
in October next, on which day the said Marine Society shall meet 
annually ; afterwards, on the said last Thursday of October annu-’ 
ally, at Salem aforesaid, to choose a Master, Deputy-Master, 
Treasurer and Clerk, and other officers as they shall think proper ; 
and for the admission of new Members, which shall be done by a 
major vote of the Members present at such annual meeting ; and 
to make, alter and annul their by-laws ; and if, by reason of any 
emergency, the business of said annual assembly cannot be com- 
pleted on said day, they may adjourn once to a short day to finish 
it, and no more; and said Society shall meet at Salem, on the 
last Thursday of every month for all other business; and,when- 
ever any of the Officers of said Society shall die, or be disabled, 
or remove out of the government, others shall be appointed or 
elected in their room, at the next monthly meeting; and all in- 
struments which said Society shall lawfully make, shall, when in 
the name of said Society, and pursuant to the votes thereof, and 
signed and delivered by the Master, and sealed with their common 
seal, bind said Society, and be valid in law.

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AN ACT 


In addition to an Act, entitled, ‘ An Act to incorporate JonaTHAN 
GarvneR, jun. and others therein named, into a Society by the 
name of the Marine Society, at Salem, in the County of Essex, — 
in the Province of the Massachusetts-Bay, in New-England.” 


Wuereas, in and by an Act, entitled, “ An Act to incorporate 
JonaTHaN GARDNER, jun. and others therein named, into a Soci- 
ety, by the name of the Mariner Society, at Salem, in the County 
of Essex, in the Province of Massachusetts-Bay, in New-England,”’ 
it is among other things enacted, ‘‘That the said Society shall 
have an annual meeting on the last Thursday of October, to 
choose such officers as they shall think propor—for the admission 
of new members, by a majority of the votes of the members then 
present—and to make, alter and annul their by-laws; and likewise — 
that the said Society shall meet at the said Salem, on the last 
Thursday of every other month, for conducting all other business.” 
And whereas the said Society have represented to this Court, 
that the beneficial purposes of the institution thereof will be as 
effectually accomplished by having their meetings less frequent, — 
and the admission of new members conducted in another manner, 
than is described in said act : 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen-— 
eral Court assembled, and by authority of the same, 'That from and — 
after the passing of this act, there shall be four quarterly meetings © 
of the said Society, viz. On the last Thursday of October, on the — 
last Thursday of January, on the last Thursday of April, and on ~ 
the last Thursday of July, annually; and at either of the said 
meetings they are hereby authorized to perform all and every bus-— 
iness they were empowered to perform at their annual meeting on 
the last Thursday of October, by the before recited act, en 
that no person proposed to be a member of the said Society, sha 
be admitted at either of those meetings, unless there be three 


fourths of the votes of the members present at suoh meeting for 
his admission, 







And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, Thas when 
ever any six members of the said Society shall, in writing, directed 
to the Master of the said Society, request a meeting may be cal- 
led, other than the quarterly meetings before mentioned, the sa 
Master, on such application, shall call a meeting of the said Soci 
ety, and direct the Clerk to notify the members thereof accor 
ingly ; at which meetings the said Society are hereby empower 
to do and perform every matter they have hitherto been empo 


ered todo and perform at their monthly meetings before th 
passing of this aet.

And be it further enacted, That all the clauses contained in the 
before-recited act, so far as they relate to the matters contained 
in this act, be, and they are hereby, repealed.

AN ACT 


For repealing an Act, made and passed in the year of our Lord 
one thousand seven hundred and eighty-four, entitled, “* An Act, 
in addition to an Act, for incorporating JoNATHAN GARDNER, 
jun. and others therein named, into a Society by the name of the 
Marine Society, at Salem, in the County of Essex, in the Pro- 

_ vince of the Massachusetts-Bay,in New-England ;” and also for 
altering said Act of Incorporation. 


Wuerezas, by the representation of the said Marine Sociery, it 
appears that the effects resulting from said Act, made and passed 
in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and eighty- 
four, are not such as were expected, and that the benevolent views 
in instituting said Society will be greatly promoted, should the 
said Act be repealed, and some alterations be made in the said 
Act of Incorporation : 


Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
_ tives in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
That the said Act, made and passed in the year of our Lord one 
_ thousand seven hundred and eighty-four, entitled, “ An Act, in 
addition to an Act, for incorporating JonarHan GARDNER, jun. 
_ and others therein named, into a Society, by the name of the Ma- 
Rive Society, at Salem, in the County of Essex, in the Province 
_ of the Massachusetts-Bay, in New-England,” be, and the same is 
hereby, repealed.

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That the 
said Marine Soctiery, may, and shall, have as full power and au- 
thority at each of the monthly meetings of said Society, for the 
_ purpose of electing and admitting members, as they have by said 
_ Act of Incorporation at their annual meeting of the last Thursday 
of October: Provided, That no person shall be elected and ad- 
mitted as a member thereof at any other meeting of said Marine 
Society than the said annual meeting on the last Thursday of 
October, unless two thirds of the members present at such meeting 
vote, and be in favor of such admission.
